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This application is before the examiner for consideration on the merits. 

I. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(1) Schmidt (1,107,363) drain has different and distinct design and purpose than that as 
claimed. Schmidt drain has an all around radial opening between a cap on a stem and a large 
annular portion of a long pipe having been thread at the outer and end portion in the opposite 
side of the large annular portion for mainly water and the like liquid or fluid to follow in the pipe 
from a washbasin, bathtub and sink. The claimed drain uses to release any by-product water from 
an electrochemical power and has a different design with respect to a pair of openings to release 
water as disclosed in the instant application. 

(2) Downey et al (3,220,695), Wang (6,195,819), and Chen (6,219,861) have about the 
same teachings and suggestions as those in Schmidt. 

(3) At the level of one skill in the art, it has a reason to believe that all of the about 
patentees drains and designs can be used to drain the by-product water in an electrochemical 
power since there is no unusual or unexpected result being disclosed or found in the instant 
application over those of the above conventional and known drains and designs. However, the 
claimed drain is allowable for the specific design together with its specific use as disclosed in the 
instant application.
